SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer term taught by Miss Maria A. Dolloff of this town, a 
teacher of well known ability and experience. Her earnest endeavors 
to succeed were rewarded by a marked improvement in the school. 
The reading was noticeably good. 

The winter term was taught by myself with fair success. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Both terms taught by Mrs. R. W. Leavitt. Mrs. Leavitt has such 
a reputation as a teacher that much was expected of her, but the dis- 
trict were not disappointed in the result of her labors during the past 
year. If we had more such teachers it would be a benefit to our 
schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The summer term taught by Miss Celia A. Jewell, of Hebron, who 
has taught a number of terms in this district. Miss Jewell is a su- 
perior teacher, and it is to be regretted that her services could not 
have been retained for a longer time. 

Fall term taught by Miss Mary C. Clement of this town. At the 
close of the school its progress showed that it had not fallen behind — 
its position as one of the first schools in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term conducted by Miss Mary C. Clement. The school 
showed good improvement in all branches. 

Fall term by Miss Lue L. Sibly and owing perhaps to the fact of 
her being a resident of the district, and very recently a scholar there, 
her success was not good, and it was thought best to stop the school 
as unprofitable. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Both terms taught by Emma J. Barnard, of Canaan, and judging 
by the progress shown at the close of the term, should call her a 
good teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Myra A. Elliott, of Dorches- 
ter. This was her first experience as a teacher and was successful 
in every particular. 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Fall, and only term, taught by Miss Hattie W. Robbins ot Lyme, 
who came highly recommended from previous schools. I visited the 
school at the beginning of the term and was pleased with her man 
agement. Later, I heard some were not satisfied with her manage- 
ment, and visited the school again but could learn nothing to justity 
me in closing it. As no notification was sent me at the close of the 
_term, can not speak of the condition of it at that time. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer term taught by Miss Minnie Clement of Warren, who 
kept a good school. 

Fall term taught by Lilla B. Grey of this town. This, her first 
term, was a success. The scholars seemed interested, and the par- 
ents satisfied, and a profitable term was the result. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


As I had no notification at the close of the term and have received 
no Register, shall be unable to make any report of this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Summer term taught by Mrs. N. M. Nichols of Wentworth. The 
school showed fair improvement at the close of the term. 

Fall term by Mrs. Bessie Elliott of this town. The school was well 
conducted and notwithstanding its being a difficult school to manage, 
showed evidence at the close of good discipline and advancement in 
the studies. 


The schools for the past year have not all been fortunate in secur- 
ing good teachers. A well educated teacher does not always make 
a successful one. It requires ability and tact to govern and also to 
get the good will of the scholar. 

Parents also exert a great influence over a school. They should 
Visit it as often as possible and not depend too much on hearsay for 
their information, but see for themselyes how the school is managed. 

Let the teacher have all the sympathy and aid you can give them, 
and let no scholar know you are dissatisfied with the school. Under 
the present system, the Prudentiai Committees have the hiring of the 
teachers, and much depends on them whether the school is good or 
not. After the teacher has been engaged, and in many cases the 
school commences before the examination takes place, it becomes a 
difficult matter to manage without causing hard feelings if the teacher 
is rejected or dismissed.
